Sir Matthew Hale, under the Title of High-Treaſon ; He faith it's 
diſtinguiſhed' into four kinds as, 

x. That which concerns the King, his Wife, . or Children. 

2. That which concerns his Office in the Adminiſtration of Juſtice. 

2. That whuch concerns his Seal. and, . | 

4. That which concerns his Coyn. | | 
Of which the firſt is that only concerned to be ſpoken to. in Reference 

to the SubjeCt matter hereby intended to be Treated on, and as to 
that, the moſt pertinent Matters that Author further mentions, in 
Relation, or applicable hereunto are, | 

That the Compaſling and imagining the Death of the King, Queen, 
or Prince,and deciaring the ſame by ſome open Deed, is High-Treaſon. 

Declaring by an open AEt, a Deſign to Depoſe or impriſon the King 
15 an Overt AQ, to manifeſt the compaſſing ot his Death; grounded up- 
on the Opinion of that famous Author, ſometime Lord-Chieft- Juſtice 
Coke in his 3d Inſtitutes, p.6. 12. and 38. 

The Queen muſt be the Kings Wits, not Queen Dowager, (and the 
Fatt not by way of Legal Charge againſt her ) the Prince muſt be he 
that 15 aCtually fo, and not the Collateral Heir, as was adjudged in the 
Caſes of Roger Mortimer, 11.
